TOPEKA, Kan., July 5.—A petition to 
declare C. J. Devlin a bankrupt was 
filed in the United States District Court 
today on behaif of Kansas City cred- 
itors. 

The petition was filed on behalf of 
Thomas Lightfoot, John A. Long und 
the Long Bros. Grocery Co. of Kan- 
sas City, Mo. The claims of the pe- 
titioning creditors aggregate about 
$000. The effect of the action in bank- 
ruptcy will be to set aside the trans- 
fers of property which have been mads 
by Mr. Deviin recently except the traus- 
fers. of life insurance which were made 
payable to Mrs. Devlin. 

The transfer of real estate to the 
First National Bank, which was made 
by Mr. Devlin on Monday following tne 
closing of the bank, will be set asidé, 
as will also the attachment of the Dev- 
im property made iater at Kansas Cily 
by the National Bank of Commerce. 

As the real estate which Mr. Dev- 
lin transferred te the First Natiunal 
Bank here on Monday was valued a’ 
about $700,000, the action begun today 
on the part of the creditors will reduce 
the assets of the bank to just that ex- 
tent, 

Receiver Bradley said today that it 
would be 10 days before a statement of | 
the bark’s assets and liabilities could 
be made.

Wednesday was an exceedingly busy 
Fifth for about three forenoon hours 
at the Central Dispensary. During that 
period a total of 81 cases were han- 
died, the majority being persons ‘in- 
jured in celebrating Independence Day. 

Of the cases treated, 62 were sur- 
gical, 61 being persous suffering fron 
gunshot wounds and 11 others wounded 
,by blank cartridges. These were suib- 
jected to the antitetanus serum treat- 
ment. Fourteen medical cases were 
' handled and five cases that were aft- 
erward sent to City Hospital. 

A total of nearly 40 boys guffering 
from blank cartridge pistol wounds in 
their hands and faces are being treated 
at City Dispensary and City Hospital 
with antitetanic serum to. ward off lock- 
Zz 

Treatment with the serum was in- 
augurated in 1904, when, by orders of 
Health Commissioner Simon,* every case 
of deep powder burn or blank cartridge 
wound was kept under observation for 
10 davs after the serum had been in- 
jected. Of 58 cases none died. 

St. Louis was the only large city in 
the United States to show a clean 
sheet last year so far as cases of tet- 
anus from Fourth of July wounds 
was concerned, and the success thet at- 
tended the efforts of physicians of the 
Health Department then wiil be dupli- 
cated this year if prompt and efficient 
treatment with the only known remedy 
can avail, 


Deadly Blank Cartridge. 

Blank cartridge wounds have been 
less numerous this year than last. In 
194 out of 276 cases received* July 3, 
4 and 5, at City Dispensary, 15 were 
wounds received in celebrating. More 
than half of these, or &, were from 
blank cartridge pistols. In. 58 of these 
the wounas were severe enough to? war- 
rant the use of the serum as a precau- 
tion against tetanus. That the others 
were not infected is shown by the 
absence of deaths from this disease. 

Last’ year the celebration period last- 
ed three days. From Sunday to Tues- 
day night one continued shock of. ex- 
plosions filled the air. Owing to the 
efficient lid this year the “Fourth’’ was 
restricted to the cdlendar date, and 
fewer accidents resulted. 

Dispensary rfecords show that only 116 
cases were treated July 3 and 4 this 
year. Of these % received the aa 
toxin treatment. 

Seven physicians, ‘divided into three 
relays, "have been working since Monday 
night with little sufferers. As soon as a 
éhild came in holding his nunib hand 
in which a blank cartridge wad was 
imbedded, he was sent into the operat- 
ing room.

Some.were so badly scared that wher 
a white-capped nurse bade them ciim 
on the table their little knees shook 
and they had to be lifted up. Som: 
cried before they were even prepare 
for the operation, and their comrade 
in waiting outside cried, too, as the) 
thought they must’ go into that little 
room. 

The operation is done by sticking a 
hypodermic needle into the skin and 
forcing 10 cubic centimeters of antite- 
tanic serum into the muscles, where it 
will be rapidly absorbed. It was about 
as painful as to stick a needie- into 
one’s. finger so,that a small -drop of 
blood -would ooze out.: In: five’ minutes 
it was all over and there need be no 
fear of tetanus for that little boy. 

Blank cartridge wounds are more dan- 
gerous than those caused by bulicts. 
The bullet wound is easily treated, as it 
is clean cut and causes a flow of blood, 
which washes out the injury. The wad 
from ‘a blank cartridge makes a jag ;ed 
hole and pieces of the wad are apt to 
stay in the wound unless it is treated 

by a skillful doctor. 

In this wad there may be germs of 
tetanus. Magnified 1200 times they look 
like little drumsticks with short han- 
dles. They are so minute that a miilion 
of them could be hidden in one layer of 
a’ wad. When. they get into a deep 
wound the tetanus germs begin to grow. 

From each germ many thousands may 
be produced. and when they are allowed 
to work in the body they soon produce 
a poisén that is more powerful than 
the venom of a cobra. A drop that would 
hang on the point of a cambric needle 
would kill a full grown man if ‘once it} 
got into his blood, and one. tetanus 
germ, if let ajone, can produce that 
much poison. 

Wads from blank cartridges have 
been examined by. scientisis and in al- 
most every cage, the germ has been 
found. Powder also contains them in 
large numbers as does rusty iron and 
garden earth. 

If the wound is on the, surface and 
barely penetrates the skin -there is lit- 
tle danger of tetanus, for the tetanus 
germ cannot make the “poison in the 
blood if the air gets at it. Tetanus 
germs cannot live in‘oxygen, but dry up 
into Httle round: balls when exposed to 
the air. Let one of these little dead- 
pease germs get deep into the fesh,

Judge C. Orrick Bishop, sitting in Ju- 
venile Court, reprimanded the foreman 
of a department in a brewery who 
caused the arrest of two boys who had 
been fighting and he also chided the 
policeman who had made the afrest. 
Then he lectured the boys and dis. 
charged them. 

When asked to elucidate his ideas re- 
garding the settling of differences by 
a resort to fisticuffs, Judge Bishop said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“T do not want to be quoted as advo- 
cating fighting, either by boys or men. 


“Fighting its bad business either for 
indiiduals or nations. And yet there 
mre times when there is no other 
course for the right sort of man or 
mation to take. It is either fight or 
sacrifice your self-respect. When the 
times comes to fight a man should 
fight even if he gets whipped.” 

Judge Bishop is a muscular gentle- 
man with a keen eye and a face in 
which kindliness and firmness struggle 
for the mastery. He has the appear- 
ance of a man who would be more 
likely to season mercy with justice 
than to temper justice with mercy. He 
is old enough that his hair is quite thin 
on top and yet young enough to smile 
readily and effectively. 


‘‘My remarks to the foreman and the 
policeman,’’ continued Judge Bishop, 
‘were good-natured, and yet they ex- 
pressed my ideas. Perhaps if. I explain 
the circumstantes you will understand 
my attitude better. : 

“The boys, each about 14 years old, 
were working together and were good 
friends. One of them had a red lump 
on his nose that disfigured that mem- 
ber and gave the other boys & chance 
to tease him, as boys will plague a 
comrade. They twitted him about his 
misfortune and finally one of them 
called him ‘Strawberry Nose.’ 

“That started’ the fight, and from 
what was said of it I judge that it was 
a lively scrap. The foreman separated 
} them, which was proper, and then he 
sent for a policeman. That was, i 
think, an error. 

‘The policeman arrived and arrested 
both boys. I am certain that was a 
mistake—a grievous mistake. Neither of 
the combatants had been hurt, ahd 
when they appeared before me each 
seemed sorry for what had occurred, 
and they seemed to be good friends 
again. 

“‘T know that I should not have 
called him names,’ said the boy who 
had applied the objectionable epithet, 
‘Lut I did not think he would mind it so 
much.’ 

“**T ought not have struck him,’ ad- 
mitted the boy with the red nose, ‘but 
I had been teased until I lost my tem- 
per, and I knew of ho other way to stop 
the annoyance. I am sorry that I en- 
gaged in the fight and I will try to keep 
my temper hereafter.’ 

“Now, it is a serious thing to put the 
stigma of being arrested on a boy. One

“While, as I said, I would be loath 
to punish a boy for fighting with his 
fists, I would find it hard to excuse a 
boy who used a knife or a stick on his 
opponent unless it was clearly shown 
that he was attacked by one consider- 
ably larger than himself. The encour- 
agement of the use of the fists ought 
to discourage the carrying of concealed 
weapons, One of the gravest dangers 
that bothers peace officers and law 
courts. 

“But the point I wished to make is 
that in dealing with juvenile offenders 
arrests should not be made for trivial 
offenses.”’ 

“The stigma of an arrest should not 
be put on a boy unless his conduct 
partakes of the nature of a real crime 
and boyish fights are hardly so serious 
as that.”

ODESSA’S TRAGEDY BY 
ORDER OF GOVERNMENT

ODESSA, July 5.—Seven thousand per- 

sons were done to death during the 10 
awful hours between Wednesday's dusk 
and Thursday’s dawn. They were in- 
cited to rebellion and so cajoled to their 
deaths by provocative agents from the 
secret police. 

Their slaughter is intended 
hideous warning to the 
throughout Russia. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
hears on unimpeachable authority that 
for many months 160 police agents, es- 
| pecially chosen for their sagacity, have 
been living among the working people 
in the industrial suburbs, 

In various disguises the agents have 
been playing -the infamous provocative 
part that was given them. Their seem- 
ing sincerity learned for them the rev- 
olutionists’ secrets. When the muti- 
nous Potemkin arrived in this port tle 
agents declared to the dissatisfied. peo- 
ple that the opportunity for rebellion 
had arrived; that the Potemkin was 
only the forerunner of the whole Black 
Bea fleet which had mutinied and which 
would quickly follow the Potemkin and 
protect the rebels on shore. 

Thus fired, the strikers on shore be- 
gan to riot, wreck and burn early 
Wednesday evening. 

In teaching the dreadful lesson the 
troops made no effort to arrest the de- 
vastation until long after sundown 
Wednesday. But in that interval] troops 
sealed every possible avenue of escape 
from the water front and placed ma- 
chine guns wherever they could sweep 
the streets leading from the harbor. 
The rioters, shrieking ‘Liberty!’ drank, 
set fires, looted, until the moment came. 

Then the machine guns began to play. 
Seven thousand persons were shot down 
in 10 hcurs. Two hundred, in desperate 
attempts to escape, threw themselves 
into the harbor. Their bodies were 
dragged out, and, with several thousand 
other corpses, the troops hurled them 
into the glowing embers of buildings, 
the pyres they had prepared for them- 
selves. 

St. Petersburg designed and carried 
out this butchery to crush rebellion in 
South Russia at least. 

Vague fears and conflicting reports 
torment the city. It seemed certain that 
the mutinous battleship Kniaz Potemkin 
had returned and was lying some miles 
off Cape Fontaine, which is 10 miles 
from here. 

But the vessels seen there, it is sup- 
posed, are those that temain loyal and 
have been sent to sink the pirate. 
far as one can judge from the columns 
of smoke ascending on the horizon there 
are six or séven torpedo boats waiting 
to attack the mutineer. 

The revolutionists here remain in clos- 
est touch with the mutineers despite the 
efforts of hundreds of spies to discover 
the channel] of communication. An at- 
tempt to revive the mutimy on the bat- 
tleship Georgi Pobeidonosets was dis- 
covered Tuesday. It was frustrated by 
loyal sailors, who delivered six of the 
mutinous leaders to the authorities. 


The Navy Department hag repeated 
the Emperor's order, “Seize the Potem- 
kin or sink her.” 

There is no doubt that the moment 
after the Potemkin meets her fate by 
surrender or sinking the other vessels 
of the Biack Sea fleet will hurry into 
the ports and the crews will be dis- 
charged. The officers—of whom most 
are heroically doing their duty in immi- 
nent danger of death—have informed the 
Navy Department that, not a crew in 
the fleet can be trusted. 

This well-founded distrust of the en- 
listed men was shown when the torpedo 
boat destroyer Smetilvy left here. Her 
whole crew was made up of officers, but 
every one was disguised ag a sailor. 

The plan is to approach the _ rebel 
ship in the guise of fellow mutineers, 
which will fail. it is most likely. 

The report spreads that Admiral Kru- 

er, despondent and humiliated, commit- 
ed suicide.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has prepared pa- 
pers in 1200 suits to be brought against 
the railroads of the country asking that 
in each case a fine of $500 be assessed 
for a violation of the so-called 28-hour 
law providing for the humane shipment 

of cattle. 

Nearly every railroad from Maine to 
California is involved. The suits will be 
filled in the Circuit Courts of the 
United States, and judgments will be 


‘asked for the benefit of the Federal 


Treasury. 
The evidence against the railroads is 


; @O clear that the attorneys for the big 
' companies have already begun negotia- 


tions with Secretary Wilson with a 
view of having him agree to compro- 
mises. ‘ 

The law under which this wholesale 


@uing is to be done has been on the 


books since 1873, but the railroads have 
mever given it much thought and still 
less observance. It requires railroad 
companies transporting cattle from one 
State to another to unload the animals 
after they have been in the cars for 2 


hours, feed and water them and give 


them a rest for at least five hours. 


: Failure to comply with the law is pun- 
fighable by a fine of from $100 to $6500.

Inspectors on Trains. 

For many years two inspectors were 
engaged to ride on cattle trains.

The 1500 inspectors and taggers in the 
service of the Bureau of Animal I[n- 
dustry was told to make notes; at 
the point of origin of big shipments of 
cattle, of the name of shipper and 
mumber of each car. The inspectors 
end taggers at the feeding stations 
were to record the numbers of cars 
unloaded at stations and the men at 
the stock yards also took more nates 
together with the time of arrival of 
the various cars. 


The notes were all sent here. The 
time of each cattle train was figured 
out. In a little more than six months

the United States Senate. 

Within the past few years the ex- 
alted reputation of ‘‘the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world’’ has been 
dragged in the mire by some of its 
members, through their conviction on 
criminal charges or in other ways. For- 
tunately, a decided majority of the 
Senate, on both sides of the chamber, 
still is composed of men of high char- 
acter, and among them there is strong 
and deep-seated resentment against 
their fellows who have 
Senate into disrepute. Not only is this 
resentment held by those who have not 
been caught but by those whose skirts 
are clear. They ostracised Senator Bur- 
ton from the moment of his conviction, 
and it is certain that Senator Mitchell 
will be given the same treatment, for 


he has less sympathy among his col- 
leagues than had Burton. 

At the same time there are men still 
in. the Senate who have done almost 
as much as Burton and Mitchell toward 
shattering its most cherished tradition 
who have not been oOstracised. The ex- 
cuse for them is that their offenses 
were not criminal and that they 
created less notoriety and attracted 
much less public condemnation. 
Senator Mitchell formed a law part- 
nership, and the firm did considerable 
business before the Government depart- 
ments. Charges were made that Senator 
Mitchell had received {money for this 
practice and for using his influence as 
a Senator to bring about results favor- 
able to his clients. It was charged that 
money was paid to him in his committee 
room at the capitol. These charges were 
denied, but the Senator’s law partner 
testified that Senator Mitchell did re- 
ceive financial benefits from this law 
business, which is a criminal offense. 
This is not the first time that Mr. 
Mitchell has disgraced the Senate. A 
year ago, after drinking tco much wine 
at a dinner party, he entered the home 
of an army officer during the absence 
of the latter and frightened the ladies 
of the household. The police were called 
in and the Senator was arrested. 
Friends interceded and he was released 
without prosecution. 

Senator Burton of Kansas was 
victed of accepting fees from a 
exchange of St. Louis as its legal rep- 
resentative and for ‘‘protection”’ which 
he promised to give by virtue of his 
position as a United States -Senaior.

The assemblage at his funeral and 
around his grave was, therefore, sma’ 
The visible honors accorded hirn in death 
were in a ratio directly inverse to th:s: 
freely given him tn life, and perhaps no 
greater testimony to the worth of tiie 
maa could have been given than the 
quiet manner in which his countrymen, 
who appreciated his character and 
achievements. stood aside at his fam- 
ilv’s wish, to take hostage of the fu- 
ture for the endurance of his fame. The 
events of the day commenced with the 
arrival of President Roosevelt's train at 
9 a. m., and closed with its depar.ure 
at 3. The funeral itself was held between 
11 and 12 o'clock, the interment being 
at noon. 

When at $ o'clock the special train 
carrying President Roosevelt and the 
members of his cabinet arrived at the 
depot of the Pennsylvania road a re- 
ception committee composed of mem-

President Reoseve.t has exonerated Mr. Morton 
and has indicated that in his opinion the corpora- 
tion and not its officers, who have made a clean 
breast of it, should be punished. But the judiciary 
is not bound by the opinion of the Chief Executive, 
nor is it proper that the judiciary should be in- 
fluenced by the President in its decision upon the 
Jaw and the evidence. The judiciary represents a 
distinct, independent, co-ordinate branch of the 
Government. ‘The Jaw should be determined by the 
judges, free from all iniluence of the executive or 
legislative branches of the Government. Their 
minds should be unbiased by outside opinion from 
any source, no matter how exalted or powerful. 

. On the other hand, able lawyers, selected and ap- 
pointed by the President, have expressed an opin- 
ion diametrically opposed to his own. They have 
declared that the officers oi corporations are re- 
sponsible for its acts and that sound policy urges 
the punishment of the individual officers of law- 
breaking corporations as the only effective remedy

GAMBLING BY TELEGRAPH. 

The Chicago police authorities have arrested the 
officials of a wireless telegraph company, confiscat- 
ed the instruments and thereby stopped wholesale 
gambling on a steamboat, showing by their action 
that they interpret the anti-gambling law to include 
a prohibition of whatever aids and abets the gam- 
blers in their law-breaking, as well as the gambling 
itself. = 
The decision of this case by the courts will be of 
great interest to St. Louis and’ Missouri. The at- 
tempt to enforce the anti-gambling law in this state 
has met with an obstacle in the contention of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. that it has a right to 
send messages which are notoriously intended for 
the purpose of gambling and illegal bookmaking, 
and that it is not responsible for the use made of 
such messages. 
To a layman it would appear that a law prohibit- 
ing gambling must necessarily apply te all action 
aiding or abetting the gamblers. The decision of the 
Chicago case will settie that question. There is 
certainly a moral obligation upon a telegraph com- 
pany or other corporation or individual to abstain 
from doing anything which will enable gamblers to 
successfully evade or defy the law, Gambling by 
telegraph should be stopped.

Stella Tracey, soubrette at Delmar 
Garden, has been asked by the Shuberts 
to sing with the musical! stock company 
proposed for the first ten weeks of the 
coming season at the Garrick Theater. 

She does not know who else has been 
asked to to join the company, and for 
this reagon she is waiting before she 
returns an answer. She is one of the 
Shubert people, and expects to be with 
them next season; but she has not made 
up her mind about the stock work. 
She has had but five weeks’ rest in 
three years, and fears that to leave one 
stock engagement at the end of the 


summer and enter upon another early in. 


the autumn will* be quite beyond her 
strength. 

Miss Tracey was at the piano in the 
Delmar auditorlum when I found her 


the other afternoon. She was picking 
out her music in ‘““‘The Princess Chic’”— 
a petite little figure in a chic summer 
gown of robin's egg blue. 

“There! Listen to that note! 
sing up there next week, and I haven't 
any such high note as that in my throat, 
O! if only I had a voice,” she said. 
sighing largely for such a little body. 

And dear, dear, how many girls who 
really can sing would give their cultl- 
vated voices for ever so small a part of 
the magnetism, the fetchingly tremulous 
voice, the human tonal qualities and 
the grace, prettiness and likeableness of 
the springhtly little girl who is delight- 
ing us these summer evenings at Del- 
mar!

Have you tried water-baseball? No; 
not water-polo or water-football, but 
the good o.- national game, played on 
a lake or bay or swimming pool, or 4 
quiet bit of a river where there is not 
much current.

But it is ne easy matter to 
throw a ball while treading water, and 
the chance are that the throw is a bad 
one, ahd you are safe. 

You now turn your attention 
second. To steal it seems easy, 
aS soon as the pitcher delivers the 
you start. But if all goes well 
ihe other team. when you .have 
about a third of the distance you no- 
tice that the second baseman has the 
ball. Giving up hope of gaining s c- 
ond, you turn to regain first, only to 
note that the first baseman has fol- 
lowed you and waits for the ball about 
five teet to your rear.

This will cause the raft to tilt until the 
plaver loses his balance, and in his ef- 
forta to regain the center of the raft it 
will shoot from under him, and he will 
land smack on the surface of the 
water. 

The garne is full of unexpected fancy 
stunts. The spectators laugh even 
nore than they do at the ludicr 
happenings in indoor baseball; for 
rolling and tumbling in the water makes 
the mishaps twice as funny.
